President of the United States. 
President Clinton said: "Your 
holiness, it is a great pleasure 
and honor to welcome you to 
the United States.

The 75-year-old Pontiff 
looked to be in excellent health 
as he responded: "It is a great joy 
for me to return to the United 
States. Thank you for coming 
today and extending your hearts 
with virtue and hospitality." The 
Pope then showed his sense of 
humor when he remarked that 
he always seems to bring the 
rain when he comes to the US. 

The President and the Pope 
then took separate motorcades 
to Sacred Heart Cathedral for a 
20-minute private meeting, fol- 
lowed by a 5 p.m. prayer ser- 
vice. More than 1,800 people 
attended the service, which was 
broadcast live. Among the 1,800 
attendees and participants were 
several Seton Hall community 
members, all of whom were 


amazed by the Pope's presence w 

The Mass at Giants Stadium tli 
the following day turned out tc ai 
be a truly awesome event. De in 
spite the rain, the spirit of the at 
80,000 plus spectators wasn't p< 
dampened. The Mass was cov N 
ered live by all of the local TV 
networks as well as Seton Hall's 
radio station, WSOU. About 
150 Seton Hall community 
members attended the Mass.

Despite the rain and the 
sometimes carnival-like atmo- 
sphere, including a wave 
around Giants Stadium and the 
spectacle of the "Pope-mobile," 


the message in the Pope's hom- 
ily was not lost. The Pontiff 
called for Americans to come 
to the aid of the less fortunate 
and the unborn. He also re- 
minded attendees of the val- 
ues which the nearby Statue of 


Liberty stands for. Above all, 
the Pope's message was one 
about the value of life, a mes- 
sage that Seton Hall was 
blessed to have heard from 
such an important person.

On March 27, Monsignor 
Robert Sheeran was officially in- 
vested as the 18th president of 
Seton Hall University during the 
Charter Day celebration in 
Walsh Gymnasium. Most Rev- 
erend Theodore E. McCarrick, 
Archbishop of Newark; Very 
Reverend Thomas R. Peterson, 
O.P., University chancellor; and 
Frank Walsh, chairman of the 
Seton Hall Board of Regents, 
presided over the Investiture 
and presented Monsignor 
Sheeran with the Presidential 
Medallion as 800 faculty, staff, 
students and friends looked on. 
Also in attendance were Monsi- 
gnor Sheeran' s mother and other 
members of his family. 

Originally presented to then 
-Monsignor John J. Dougherty 
upon his inauguration as Uni- 
versity president in 1960, the 
Presidential Medallion bears the 
original seal of the University as 
adopted by the Board of Re- 
gents in 1864. 

Following the Investiture, 


Monsignor Sheeran received 
symbolic presentations from 
leaders of campus constituent 
cies such as the Student Gov- 
ernment Association, faculty, 
administrators and staff. 

During the ceremony, 
Monsignor Sheeran delivered 
the Charter Day address. "I am 
very mindful of the confidence 
placed in me by the Regents and 
of the high expectations," he 
stated. He spoke of his commit- 
ment to the students, and of 
the momentum and vitality that 
marks Seton Hall. Monsignor 
Sheeran said that he sees Seton 
Hall as continuing on a quest to 
be the best Catholic university 
in America.

Health Care's free cholesterol screening. U.S. 
Health Care provided free counseling on ways to 
reduce cholesterol and gave every visitor fresh red 
apples for healthy eating. Junior and senior nurs- 
ing students provided free blood pressure screen- 



ings as well as height and weight assessments. 

Visitors also benefitted from the pulmonary func- 
tion lab, which provided machines that measure 
lung capacity. Dr. Mary Beth Haq, a College of 
Nursing faculty member, hosted two stations — a 
health risk assessment where visitors were offered 
computerized printouts of appraisals based on 
their own personal data, and a skin risk assessment 
that enabled people to view their skin under ultra- 
violet light and learn about ways to avoid skin 
cancer. 


Seton Hall and South Orange community mem- 
bers also had the opportunity to speak with Coun- 
seling and Health Services professionals, who had 
additional information for the public. 

A critical care nurse from the University of 
Medicine and Dentistry of New Jersey offered 
pictures and brochures on the state's Emergency 
Medivac response team. The American Red Cross 
had a register station for those interested in becom- 
ing involved in such activities as local disaster 
relief. Additionally, North Jersey Blood Center 
had a van available for blood donors. 

Of course, very popular were staff from the 
Summit Body Works & Massage Therapy, offering 
free massages to all who had 10 minutes to spare, 
and the European Academy for Cosmetology, of- 
fering free manicures. Other exhibitors included:

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To Seton Hall Baseball 


A trio of former Seton 
Hall baseball standouts 
led by reigning Ameri- 
can League MVP Mo 
Vaughn of the Boston 
Red Sox, along with their 
college coach Mike 
Sheppard, were honored 
when the University's 
Pirate Blue Athletic Fund 
presented "A Grand 
Slam Salute to Seton Hall 
Baseball" on January 24 
at Mayfair Farms in W est 
Orange. 

Joining Vaughn and 
Sheppard at the gala cel- 
ebration was National 
League All-Star Craig 
Biggio, of the Houston 
Astros, and John Valentin 
of the Boston Red Sox, 
recently named the 
American League's Sil- 
ver Slugger at shortstop. 
In addition to being feted 
that evening, Vaughn, 
Biggio, Valentin and 
Sheppard were also in- 
ducted into the Seton Hall 
Athletic Hall of Fame. 

Vaughn and Valentin 
were catalysts in the Red 
Sox's first American 
League championship 
since 1990. AL MVP 
Vaughn hit .300, with a 
career-high 39 homers 


and 126 RBI, and was 
named to the AL All-Star 
team. Very active in com- 
munity service, Vaughn 
works with youth groups 
in New England in the 
off-season and instituted 
the Mo Vaughn Youth 
Center in Dorchester, 
MA. At the end of the 
1995 season, he was 
awarded the Red Sox 
Community Service 
Award by the Organiza- 
tion. Vaughn wasathree- 
time All- America selec- 


tion at Seton Hall, and by 
the time he concluded his 
career with the Pirates in 
1989, he had a school 
record 57 homers and 218 
RBI. He was named the 
BIG EAST Conference's 
baseball "Player of the 
Decade" (1980-89). 

Valentin, a teammate 
of Vaughn's on both the 
collegiate and pro levels, 
also had an outstanding 
season for the Red Sox. 
Valentin hit 27 homers 
with 102 RBI, and hit 37 


doubles, fourth best in the 
AL. On June 2, 1995 he 
became the fifth short- 
stop in major league his- 
tory to hit three homers in 
one game. Valentin was 
an All-BIGEAST and All- 
America selectionatshort- 
stop for the Pirates as a 
junior, when he hit .392. 

Biggio turned in an 
outstanding year for the 
Astros, claiming All-Star 
honors for the fourth time 
in five years. He became 
the first player in Major 


League history to make 
the All-Star team at 
catcher and second base. 
As a starter in the 1995 
game, he hit a solo home 
run. Biggio hit .302 on 
the year with a career- 
high 22 homers and 77 
RBI, and led the majors in 
runs scored with 123. At 
Seton Hall, Biggio was a 
two-time All-BIG EAST 
selection as a catcher, and 
earned All- America hon- 
ors after hitting .407 in 
his final season. 

Sheppard has been at 
the helm of the Seton Hall 
baseball program for 24 
years. He has guided the 
Pirates to a 769-356-8 
record in that time, which 
ranks him in the top 20 
winningest active 
coaches in the nation. 
Under Sheppard's direc- 
tion, more than 60 former 
Pirates have gone on to 
sign professional con- 
tracts, and four have been 
first round draft choices. 
Sheppard has guided the 
Seton Hall baseball team 
to a pair of College World 
Series berths and 22 post- 
season appearances in 23 
years.

BRITISH PRIME MINIS- 
TER JOHN MAJOR 

Politicking English style, 
John Major, the British 
Prime Minister, resigned 
as Conservative leader 
and 12 days later was re- 
elected with a 66 percent 


vote by Tory members of 
Parliament. The vote indi- 
cated that the Tories believe 
the 52-year-old Major is their 
best chance of winning the 
next general election, 
which will be held in the 
spring of 1997. 
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A record snowfall paralyzed 
the East Coast in January 
1 996, stranding travelers and 
killing 100 people. Seven 
states, from Virginia to Mas- 
sachusetts, declared emer- 
gencies. 

Air Force Captain Scott 
O'Grady was rescued from 
pursuing Bosnian Serb forces 
by U.S. Marines on June 8, 
six days after his plane was 
shot down over Bosnia. 
O'Grady survived on insects, 
plants and rainwater. 

U.S. Senator Bob Packwood 
of Oregon resigned on Sep-

The U.S. government shut 
down for six days in Novem- 
ber after the president and 
Congress failed to agree on 
how to balance the federal 
budget. A longer shutdown 
followed in December. 

Illinois suffered a record heat 
wave in July, with tempera- 
tures as high as 104°. The 
heat took the lives of 457 
people statewide.

Timothy McVeigh and Terry 
Nichols were charged with 
11 counts in the bombing of 
the Alfred P. Murrah Federal 
building in Oklahoma City. 
The explosion on April 19 
killed 169 people and injured 
more than 500. 


SENATOR BOB DOLE 

Kansas Senator Bob Dole 
emerged as the front-runner 
among Republican primary 
candidates to challenge Bill 
Clinton in the 1996 presidential 
election. The run for highest 
office is nothing new for Dole. 
He ran for president in the pri- 
maries of 1980 and 1988. If 
elected, he will be 73 years old 
when he enters office, the old- 
est newly elected president. 

BILL GATES 

Bill Gates, 39-year-old founder 
ofthecomputergiantMicrosoft, 
became the wealthiest man in 
the world with an estimated net 
worth of$14.8 billion. Hemade 
headlines with the introduction 
of Windows 95, the long- 
awaited upgrade to the Win- 
dows computer software pro- 
gram.

African-American men con- 
verged on Washington, D.C., 
for the Million Man March on 
October 16.

Your yearbook theme, 
"A Legacy of Excellence, 140 
Years," celebrates the accom- 
plishments of Seton Hall since 
its founding. The College of 
Nursing is proud to be a part of 
that legacy. Founded in 1937, it 
was the first collegiate nursing 
program in the state. Since that 
time, it has maintained a reputa- 
tion for excellence based on the 
accomplishments of our stu- 
dents and graduates. The deans 
were asked to use your year- 
book theme to reflect on your 
accomplishments and those of 
the College during the past four 
years. Looking back, if s excit- 
ing to see the many accomplish- 
ments that have contributed to 
our "Legacy of Excellence." 

The excellence of the 
nursing program was recog- 
nized by the awarding of con- 
tinuing accreditation from the 
New Jersey Board of Nursing in 
January 1995. Further recogni- 
tion was evidenced by the se- 
lection of the College of Nurs- 
ing for the cover of Nursing 
Spectrum. Two members of 
the accelerated program's 
graduating class were featured 
in the July 10, 1995 edition. 
Program modifications, such 


as adding the Community 
Health nursing experience to 
Clinical IV, were made to pre- 
pare nursing students for the 
growing role of community 
care in the challenging health 
care delivery system. Com- 
puting and information tech- 
nologies were further integrat- 
ed into the program with the 
addition of computer-assisted 
instruction in many courses 
and the doubling in size of our 
computer lab.

Nursing," was offered. 

Of special significance 
were the accomplishments of 
students in the College of Nurs- 
ing.

The Seton Hall 
health fair received the New 
Jersey Student Nurses Asso- 
ciation Award for Excellence 
for the Outstanding Commu- 
nity Health Project 1994-95. 
During 1995-96, the Associa- 
tion expanded its tradition of 
service by sponsoring a very 
successful blood drive and by 
"adopting" two poverty- 
stricken families for Christmas. 

I am especially proud 
of those students who partici- 
pated in the Student Nurse Ad- 
visory Program (S.N.A.P.), 
whose purpose is to act as a 
vehicle that enables nursing stu- 
dents to enrich one another's 
education through formal and 
informal mentoring processes.

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Athletic competition has been a major part of the Seton Hall 
experience almost since the very beginning of the University 140 
years ago, and 1996 was no exception. This year's athletes posted 
number of team and individual accomplishments which added to 


the proud tradition of Pirate athletic excellence. 

The women's soccer team, in only their second year of play, 
set a new high for victories in a season with nine, more than dou- 
bling their win total from a year ago. The men's soccer team was 
nationally ranked for five consecutive weeks, and notched a major 
upset with a victory over Penn State. But it was the women's cross 
country team that garnered the greatest achievement during the 
fall semester. The harriers claimed the University's first-ever 
women’s New Jersey College Title, and finished fourth at the 
E.C.A.C Championships where all five runners achieved a personal 
best time. 

The women's basketball team fashioned a respectable 16-13 
record, and won two games in the BIG EAST Tournament before 
falling to Notre Dame in the semi-finals. The men's basketball team 
concluded the season at 1 2-16, but managed a major upset over 
nationally ranked Syracuse, a team that went all the way to the 
final game of the NCAA Tournament. 

Spring saw Albert Royster qualify for the NCAA Champion- 
ship and the Olympic trials for his fine showing in the 800 meter 
run. All in all, it was a year to be proud of .

Despite losses in the first 
two matches of the season 
against nationally ranked 
Maryland and North Caro- 
lina, the men's soccer team 
bounced back to end their 
campaign witha 10-7-2record 
and a trip to the BIG EAST Tournament. 

The Pirates, who were nationally 
ranked for five consecutive weeks, 
dented the records of several top-ranked 
teams. The Pirates upset twelfth-ranked 
Penn State (2-1) in Seton Hall's first vic- 
tory over the Nittany Lions since 1991. 

The Pirates later earned a 4-1 victory over 
Notre Dame in the BIG EAST Conference 
opener, and they tied (1-1) their longtime 
rival, fourth-ranked Rutgers. The team 
clinched its ninth BIG EAST Tournament 
appearance in the last 10 seasons with a 
hard-fought (1-0) victory over St. John's. 

The team concluded its 1995 season in a 
dramatic first-round game in the BIG 
EAST Conference Tournament, losing to 
Pittsburgh 4-3. 


Pirates defeated Providence 2-1. 

The Pirates also defeated Boston Col- 
lege (1-0) and Georgetown (2-1). 

The women's soccer team completed 
the season with a 2-1 victory over Man- 
hattan College, earning a winning record 
for the first time ever. 


The volleyball team, which gradu- 
ated three starters in 1994, opened the 
1995 season with difficulty but was able 
to come back and finish 14-17. 

The Pirates began at the Louisville 
Invitational Tournament, where they 
dropped all three tournament matches. 

However, they rebounded the follow- 
ing week when they opened the home 
portion of the regular season with the 1995 
Spikefest. ThePiratesdefeatedLonglsland, 
Iona, LaSalle and Buffalo as they swept the 
competition for the fifth straight year. 

In BIG EAST action, Seton Hall de- 
feated Rutgers 3-0. In addition, the Pi- 
rates defeated West Virginia (3-1) and 
Boston College (3-0). 



In only its second year of 
existence, the women's soccer 
team went 9-8-1 on the season 
and more than doubled the 
total number of victories won 
in the 1994 campaign. 

Seton Hall jumped to a 2-0 
record with victoriesoverlona 
and Holy Cross at the Pirate 
Invitational. The team then 
secured three BIG EAST Con- 
ference victories. 

In the first BIG EAST game 
of the season against Provi- 
dence, Seton Hall scored the first goal just 44 
seconds into the match, making this the 
fastest goal in the program's history.

For 
the men's cross-country team, this was a 
rebuilding year as they looked to fill the 
void left by BIG EAST champion Bryan 
Spoonire. 

The men had their best finish at the 
Monmouth Invitational where they cap- 
tured the team title in a one-two finish. 
Pirate senior Pascal Bernier was the top 
collegiate finisher, running 27.16, fol- 
lowed by his freshman teammate 
Anthony DeBenedictis, who covered the 
course in 27.17. Senior Albert Royster 
placed seventh, clocking 28.04. 









The women took their first-ever title at 
the NJ College Championships. They to- 
taled 33 points behind three top-10 finishes, 
induding a tie between sophomore Violet 
Blake and freshman Marissa DeFreese. Both 
crossed the line in 19:56, but Blake was 
awarded fifth place and DeFreese sixth. 
Junior Shayvonne Goldsby daimed eighth 
place by docking 19:57. Freshman Tara 
Mosier earned points by running 20:23, 
good enough for 11th place. 

When the men and women competed at 
the BIG EAST Conference Championships, 
the men took 12th place while the women 
took 11th.

None 
of these competitors reached the finals of 
their events. 


The men's and women's swimming 
and diving teams finished the season 
6-8, 1-5 and 5-9, 0-6 respectively. 

Both teams did particularly well as they 
finished their home seasons against Drexel 
University. 

The men's team, led by Ryan Murphy 
and Damon Small (each of whom regis- 
tered double wins), defeated Drexel 64-44. 

The women's team, led by Carla Stetter 
and Jeanine Wolert, defeated Drexel 
82-31. Stetter had two first-place finishes 
while Wolert had three. In diving, Camie 
Komely captured both the one-meter and 
three-meter events. 

At the BIG EAST Championships, both 
men and womenfinished 1 1th. The women 
were led by Stetter, while the men were led 
by Murphy and Walter Bell. Komely led 
the divers. 

The men went on to compete in the 
EC AC Championships. They placed ninth, 
marking the best-ever finish for the men at 
this event. 

Komely competed and placed lOthin the 
one-meter board competition at the NCAA 
Zone A Diving Championships. 


The wrestling team opened the 1995- 
96 season under new head coach Sonny 
Greenhalgh with an impressive seventh- 
place finish at the Keystone Classic in 
Philadelphia. The team finished the 
season 7-9-1. 

The team had several big wins includ- 
ing a second place finish at the U.S. Coast 
Guard Invitational and a third place fin- 
ish at the Eastern Wrestling Invitational. 
The most exciting victory, however, was 
the 24-13 Senior Night win over intra- 
state rival Rutgers. 

At the ECWA Championships, Emilio 
Nardone was awarded the 
tournament's Most Out- 
standing Performer Award 
coming out of the second 
seed to win his weight class. 

This win advanced him to 
the NCAA Championships 
where he defeated Trevor 
Elliot of Indiana University 
(7-3), but fell to Oscar Wood 
of Oregon State (10-6) in the 
consolation bracket.
